The Death of Toistol. 


The death of Tolstoi removes a 
most remarkable figure. He was, 
more especially in his later years, 
a rabid social reformer. There 
oan be no doubt as to the purity of 
his motives, but, in’ ‘striving to 
live, what was to him, the ideal 
life, he caused the immediate 
members of his family no little 
unhappiness. Naturally they ob- 
jected to his attempts to work’ out 
his theories by living the plain, 
hard life of @ peasantand their 
antagonism to his sohemes and his 
own obstinate adherence to them 
caused a rupture that was neyer 
healed. Even in his dying mo 
ments, he professed extreme anger. 
because his son was allowed to see 
bim and he would not permit of 
bis wife to minister to him while 
he was conscious, 

Tolgtoi had the welfare of the 
peasants of Russia at heart, but 
there iva difference of opinion as 
to the value of the methods he fol- 
lowed in his efforts to help them, 
In the end, he died a martyr to bis 
own cause, He fled from his fair- 
ly comfortable home in Yasnaya, 
Poliana, in QOotober and was 
found a month later on a distant 
estate. In the meantime, he had 
subjected his frame to such hard- 
ships that when discovered be was 
at hand grips with death, Ex- 
posure had brought on inflam ma- 
tion of the lungs and all that 
could be done was to prolong his 
life for a few hours.

‘A Real Measure of Relief.

be traced directly to the money 


and energy that are devoted to the 
maintenance of our sea supremacy. 
Strict political economists look 
upon the expenditure as non pro- 
ductive. They indulge in wonder- 
ful arithmetical calculations as to 
the productive work which could 
be paid for with the thirty odd 
millions now devoted to naval pur- 
poses, and picture the model social 
system which might immediately 
come into being if the millenium 
dawned and if warships were no 
more. 

The financial burden of naval 
armaments is undoubtedly heavy 
but there is no country of import- 
ance of the world which obtains 
its defensive forces at so relatively 
small an outlay and with so little 
personal inconvenience on the part 
of the general population as the 
united kingdom. It is fortunately 
so wealthy and so well populated 
that, apart from the freedom from 
compulsory military service which 
the navy seoures, thus contribut- 
ing directly to the empire’s pro- 
ductive power, the per capita con- 
tribution to the fleet’s support is 
exceedingly light. No reasonable 
person would desire to lay out up- 
on naval defences a single dollar 
more than is necessary to security. 
But below this the empire cannot 
go, because peace is of the highest 
importance.

The census returns in the State 
of Iowa show an actcal dectease 
in the population and there is no 
increase at all in the State of Mis 
sourl..

Detroit Free -Press; Finance 
Minister Fielding, of Canada, who 
seems tojhave charge of the reoi- 
procity negotiations on the part of

Accordingly, the engine. was re- 

“yersed, and, as the loose rope pay- 
ed ont of the pulley at the top of 
the leads, the hammer also de- 
soended, as both drums on the en- 
gine revolved together. McDon- 
‘ough was leaning over with his 
head between the leads watching 
operations on the ground below, 
where the foreman and his assist- 
ant were about to adjust the pile. 

The bammer descended on his 
skull and he dropped to the ground 
without a cry. The engineer was 
the first to realize what had hap- 
pened. He stopped the engine 
immediately and ran to where Mo- 
Donough lay. 

Dr. Archibald was summoned 
from Strathcona by telephone, but 
the physician ascertained on his 
arrival that it had been a case of 
instantaneous death. 

Yesterday afternoon Ovroner 
Braithwaite conducted an inquest 
into the circumstances surround- 
ing the death of the man. A jury 
was empanneled comprising V. B. 
Robins, (foreman) O. E. Blake, H. 
Planning, B. Higgins, R. 8. Webb 
and H. F. McoDonongh. After ev-

“Bot how shall we act upon 
them? Certainly not by rapid|: 
and radical changes im our present 
tariffs, but by such a prolonged 
and steady change as will bring 
about an adaption of the fiscal 
policy of the government to the 
real needs and circumstances. of 
our manufacturing and laboring 
classes, with a view ultimately to 
get upon this basis: The taxation 
for the support of the government 
of those things for which it will 
not be a real hardship to pay high 
prices; ff taxes upon these do not 
suffice, the taxation of those things 
whiob it will least burden the peo- 
ple to pay for, things not absolute 
necessaries, things which they can 
do without without suffering or 
privation, and throughout the 
whole process an honest seeking 
for the things which will yield the 
most revenue with the least bur- 
den to the people. 

“Tt is necessary under our dual 
system of government that the 
Federal government should de- 
pend upon taxes of thie sort for 
the most part of ite support, and 
that almost all direct taxes should 
be left to the States for their 
maintenance and development. 
And it seems a perfectly consist- 
ent and legititmate principle to al- 
low the element of incidental pro- 
tection to come in wherever it 
may, be brought in without be- 
coming a mere gratuitous subsidy 
and witbout cramping and em- 
barrassing the life of ordinary 
purchasers. There could be no 
injustice in a policy such as I 
have outlined, if it were undertak- 
en by a responsible party and ad- 
hered to with courage and consist- 
ency.

This is sound tariff doctrine, for 
Canada no lese than for the United 
States.

On Monday morning 
Engineer Bergin and staff started 
on the work of surveying the line 
from Lacombe to the Blindman 
Valley, When this line has been 
laid out, the same party will «ur- 
vey the line from Lacombe to the 
Ooal Banks on the Red Deer. 

This survey is being made at 
the request of Mr. E. K. Strathy, 
the Canadian representative of a 
large’ English financial concern, 
interested in the coal fields to the 
east of Lacombe. ° 

The proposed line to the west 
will accommodate one of the 
greatest mixed farming districts 
in the west, and should do a big 
business from the start, The one 
thing needed to make the Blind- 
man and Medicine Valleys wealthy 
communities is railway facilities, 
and the settlers out there have 
been praying for relief for many 
years, 

The O. N. R. have found insur- 
mountable difficulties in the way 
of building their line to the Bra- 
zeau through these valleys, and 
the onlv feasible scheme now ap- 
pears to be the building of an 
electric line from Lacombe to the 
country west, which will give the 
settlera the benefit of the La- 
combe market, recognized to be 
the best trading point in Central 
Alberta.
